moſt part, Expectations raiſed upon them, have only tended 
to diſgrace the Phyfician, and delude the Patient. I therefore 
congratulate you upon expunging all unneceſſary Articles, and 
removing the officinal Lumber, that the Practice of Phyſick 
might hereafter be ſupply d with efficacious Medicinal Canons, 
upon the Baſis of Experimental Authority. Your Committee's 
Account of theix Proceedings carries all the Marks of tender 
Care, and ear Mdgment. Plainneſs and Perſpicuity were al-

The College of Phyſicians has ben always: looked up as 
the legal Guardians of the People's Health in this Nation; and 
for that Purpoſe. it is veſted with ample Power to convene be- 
fore them, and commit to Priſon, even without Bail, all De- 
linquents for Male- Practice in Phyfick.

proper Reſtraints. For all the vulgar Opinions'cofii 
Benefits ariſing from the Art of Phyfick, ſtand upon e or 
ſuperſtitidus Notions; and unleſs fone” immediate Sucbeſs, or 
the Appearances of it, follow the Adminiſtration ef Medicfnes 
it will never be in the Power of the ableſt Praftitioners to 1 80 
the People ſenſible of any flow rational Proceedings. As IgnO- 
rance was always the Mother of theit Devotion, o the Fear of 
Death amongſt them is the only Support of Phyfick.

But this: far: and laborious Method ill ſuits ſome Men of Ge- 


nius, whoſe Minds are poſſeſsd with immoderate Zeal after

too gibſs and ignoble. Phyfick is not the Effect of human 


vention. It owes its Birth to a diligent, accurate, and judici-

ferent, as Pounds are to Ounces. And the fame Borel, in 
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attempting to account for the great Quantity of Bile, ſeparated 


by the biliary Ducts of the Liver, draws a mathematical Con- 
cluſion, That there is diſcharg'd into the Duodenum thirty-four 
Pounds of bilious Juice, by the Ductus communis, in twenty- 
four Hours. Whereas Dr. Keil, from a more juſt Calculation 
upon the ſame Problem, concludes that no more than two 
Drachms paſs that Duct in one Hour, or fix Ounces in a Day. 
Thus, by aſſuming Poflulata, no ways to be granted, the two 
greateſt Mathematicians in the Profeſſion. of Phyfick, have 
drawn juſt Inferences, which yet are to the laſt degree repugnant 
to Fact, Experience, and common Senſe. Again, from what 
other Principle, but that of the Pride of Learning, cou'd pro- 
ceed ſome later Diſquiſitions concerning the ſuperior Dignity 
of Phyſicians or Surgeons?
